We have given you a ſhort 
view of the Towns and Forts 
which the States General hold in 
theſe Provinces, 

We ſhall now obſerve what o- 
ther Towns they hold in other 
Provinces under the King of 
Spain, eſpecially in the Dutchy 
of Brabant, and County of Flax 
ders, which they have gain'd by 
their Arms. 

In the Dutchy of BRAB ANT, 
Bergen Op-£Loome. 

It's called Bergen by the Nor- 
mans which invaded Brabant, 
who ſo called it frem a Town in 
Norway 5 and Bergen: Op-Zoomez 
from the River Zoowe upon 
which it is ſcituaced 5 about half 
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a League from Scheld , and not 
far from the Sea: it hatha good 
Haven belonging unto it. 

Anno 1533 'twas made a Mar- 
quiſate, lIc's within fix hours 
Journy of Antwerp. It's oppoſite 
to Rommerſwael and Tholen , 
Towns of Zealand. It hath a 
very high Earthen Rampler, and 
Ditches rcund aboutit. Its in 
ſome places Fortified with Pali- 
ſadoes, in other parts with Walls 
onthetop of tie Ramplers ; there 
are many Buiwarks about it, for 
defence of the Ton, 

It came under the power of 
the States, Anno 1577. It Bergen 
be ſubdued, the lilaods of Zeax- 
land would eaſily be reduced one 
after another, eſpecially the llle 
of Terthole. 

Anno 1588, it gave a Famous 
repulſe unto the Duke of Parma, 
who Beleaguered it with 30000 
Mea; and after a long Siege, with 
much 
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much loſs and diſhvnour, was 
forced to -retire with the loſs of 
12000 Souldiers, as it is credibly 
reported, * 

Anno 1605, Marqueſs Spinola 
made two turious Ailaults upon 
this Town; but by the valour of 
the Burgers aud Sou:diers, was 
repulſed with great loſs It's held 
impregnable, and one of the beſt 
Fortified T owns iathe Low Conn 
tries. 

Anno 1605 , Prince Maurice 
took Foud-Caitle within a Mite 
of Bergen-Op-Zoome. It'si;rungly 
fortified with Bulwari.:, and ſeat- 
ed in a Fenny plac: 3 and there- 
fore naturally ſt: mg. It's one of 
the chiefeſt C:{iles delunging to 
the Marque<is of &5ergen. 

Breda 

Is a very fair Town; it's ſeated 
in. the Land of Kemper, ſcituate 
on the River Merck, eight Miles 
from Autwerp , fix Miles from 

Boiſie- 
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Boiſleduc or s'Hertoghben boſeh,ſix 


Miles trom Bergen-Op-Zoome,and 
two from Gertrndenburg, 

It's the refidence, Barony, and 
chief Town of the Prince of 0- 
range. Count Henry of Naſſaw 
cauſed the Towa to be Fortified 
with Rampiers. 

Anno 1534, bothin the Caſtle & 
round about the Town,he cauſed 
five great Bulwarks to be made, 
which defended one another, to- 
gether with very deep Dirches. 

He built here a moſt Princely 
Palace, moated round about, and 
with that a very magnificent Edi- 
fice, with a moſt noble Gallery 
ſupported with Pillars of Blew- 
ftone,with a gilded Frontiſpiece: 
within the Palace there is a moſt 
noble Hall built on Pillars 3 in 
the Hall there is a Chappel : there 
1s alſo a goodly Armory ſtored 
with all ſorts of Warlike Provi- 
flon, and much Canndn.

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It hath under it the Town and 
Territory of Steenberg, the Fran- 
chiſe of Roſmndale, and the Seig- 
nory of Ofterhout. 

Anno 1567 *ewas taken by the 
Duke of Alva, the Prince retiring 
into Ger-zanytoi's own lecurity 3 
and fo continued as a Garriſon 
for the Spaniard till 1577, and 
then it returned again unto the 
Princes In whoſe poflcſhioa 1t 
was for four years. 

Anno 1581 *'was taken by the 
Prince of Parma, & he kept it till 
the year 1590. It now doth coati- 
nue In that illuſtrious Family. It's 
inveſted with many Priviledges 
and Juriſdictions : if hath an 
Exchequer or Court-trial whiere- 
unto the Town of Steenberghen 
and the 16 Villages of the Coun- 
try of Breda, with thoſe of Ey- 
cheren, Mewxem, Schotem, Loe-

Appeals. And beſides the ſaid
